Food Need Urgent.

The officers declare that e
country is living on its capital &s
regards food supplies, and that
either faming or, holshevism--prob-
ably both—will ensue hefore the next
harvest, if ontside help iz not forth-
comimg. The need for fals is ¥s-
pecially urgent.
